Tradition has it that the pins
first appeared in 1882, About ten years
later men who had expocted an election
to “Bones" and were disappointed or-
gunizged the Herall and Koy, Wolf's
Head was foundod less than ten years
ugo, but today is almost as exclusivo in
its mewbership us either of the othors.

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ODD CASES THAT OFTEN ARISE IN
ENGLISH COURTS OF LAW.

The Power of “Coanslderation™ In =»
Money Transmetion <~ An Interesting
Polot Ahout Tradesmen's Bills—""SMen

of Straw® In n Criminnl Prosscutlon,

At a time when law reformers are
busy, it may be interesting to notice
some of the many absurdities which
still exist in English lnw.

A person buys goods, pays for them
and gets areceipt, The tradesman sends
in his bill n second time. The purchaser
protesta that he has paid, bot eannot
findd the receipt, Accordingly, the trades-
man brings an action and wins, Soom
after this the missing receipt is fonnd,
And yet the purchaser cannot by luw
bring n new notion to recover the amonnt
he has paid as the result of the first no-
tion, unless he can prove nctual frand
on the part of the tradesman, And why
is this? Decanse, sooording to the legal
maxim, “It i# to the Interest of the « ate
that there shonld be some finnlity to
litigation.” It eertainly is not, in this
instance, “to the interest" of the pur.
chaser,

A owes B an undisputed debt of £100,
Aftor much pressure he comes to B and,
dilnting on his own misfortunes in par-
ticnlar and the hard times in general,
offers him £80 in fall satisfection, B,
portly throngh sympathy and partly e
canse having written off the amount na
i had debt " isonly too glud to get any-
thing and pecedes to those terms,  Most
people wonld think that here was an
end to the matter. It all depends,
strangely enongh, on the way in which
the money is paid.

If the nmount is paid in gold or bank-
notes there is no “consideration” for B
agroeing to nccept less than the full
amonnt doe, and therefore if he after-
ward repents of his bargain he can sue
A for the remnining £20 in spite of his
promise to be eatisflod with £80, And
yet if an old knife, a rusty nail or some
other thing, however trifling, is “thrown
in, then B is bound by his agreement
to take the lesser sum in full discharge
for in thisquibbling way the legnl theory
of “consideration” is dnly satisfied.

Lot us suppose that n Mr, Smith holds
two houses under one lease from o Mr,
Brown, and assigns one of them to a Mr,
Robinson, If Mr. Bmith omits to pay
his rent, or breaks some other covenant
in the lease, Mr. Brown—the superior
landlord—can “distrain” not only o
Mr, Smith's house, but on poor Mr, Rob-
inson’s ns well, though he may be a
model tennnt,

A proposes to sell B o piece of land,
nnd at the same time gratitnitously
promises to keep the offer open for
weok, In epito of this A can revoke his
offer the very next day if B has not al-
ready accepted it. Legality, again de-
fying all ideas of morality, nrgnes that
thers was no “consideration™ for the de-
lay agreed npon,

Very froquently s busybody bringing
noriminal charge elects to be “honnd
over to prosccute” at the assizos, even
though the magistrate has expressly de-
cided that no jury is likely to conviet.
Now this can bo done **on his own recog
nizances," withont any substantial sure-
ties. The resnlt is that if, as is often
the case, the prosecutor is impecunions,
the necussed when acqnitted, cannot,
except in theory, make him pay his costs,
nor does he feol inclined to bring un
nction for malicious prosecution against
one who, as the lawyers say, is “not
worth powder and shot." In this way
ansernpulous “men of straw” have op-
portunitics—which they not seldom util-
ize—of putting pecple to terrible nnnoy-
ance and groat expense without ineurring
any practical rigk themselves.

A lesseo always romains liable on the
covenanta until the expiration of the
loase, even after ho has nssigned it with
the approval and consent of the lessor.

Quite recently two of the judges sol-

emnly declared from the bench that it
was humilisting to confess that by the
laws of England, unlike those of France,
brokers and other agents could not be
convicted of embezzlegnent for misap-
ropristing money introsted with them
or investment unless the direction to
Invest was in writing.
